There Is the
beet authority for saying that Sickles hns ex-
ceoded his Instructions, and made demands upon
the Bpaulsh Government which are not only
needlessly irritating, but are In express deflance
of the cautions given him when he left Washing-
ton.: Becrotary Fish, it s now said, never de-
gigned that Siakles should have any discretion
in this Cuban business; hence he first used o
specinl ngent, Mr, Paul Forbes, and subse-
quently conducted the negotintlons through the

panish Minister 'n Washington, Sickles’ un-
authorized interference has set everything out of

It is de-
clared that Bickles exceeded his Instructions
greatly in presenting propositions for the sale
of Cuba to the Cubang, aud our Government is
80 alarmed by the violent and belligerent tone
of the Bpanlards that it has formally repudinted
General Bickles' action, and bhoas pledged itself
to censure its representative at Madrid.  This
will, of course, resnlt In his resigoation, Those
in puthority here disclaim any intention of de-
siring to effect a settlement of this question, ex-
cept In the most friendly manner, and the
present excliement. in  Spain Is abtributed
cutirely to the injudicions utterances of Minister
Slckles.

What the Recognition of Cuba Will Entail,
A statement is made here this morning, appa-
rently well founded, that the Spanish Govern-
ment has notified the American authorities that
the recogmition of the Cubaus as belllgerents
will be regarded as a direct intervention in Spa-
nish mattere, and a just cause for a declaration
of war, It is noticeable in this connection that
during the Inst few days there has been a marked
change in the sentiment oxpressed towards
Spain by officlals bere. More eaution is ob-

ed, and fewer words of hostile character
spoken. It isn clean back down on the part of
our Governmeflt under the threats of the
Spaniards, and it is so re arded here by most
men. The shame and indignation of all who
have heard the news know no bounds.
The Patriot Victory at Las Tunns.

Havana, Sept. 11.—Accumulating facts prove
that the victory of the Cubans at Las Tunas was
well-nigh complete. One new fact deserves
attention. General Benegasi, in going to Tunas,
had o convoy of 280 horses, londed with supplies
of provisiong and arms, which was guarded by
548 men. The insurgents fought him two days
after the Tunus battle, st a distance of 400 me-
tres from the town, of which fact the correspon-
dent of La Voz gpeaks as follows:—*‘Because of
our deeply-felt losses, aud for the reason
that our forces were smmall and overworked, we

ed the remainder of the 16th, the 17th, and
wlf of the 18th in great anxiety, fearing, as we
did, o repetition of the work of the ltth. At
abeut mid-day of the 18th Licutenant-Colonel
Benegasi arrived with 500 men and a few pro-
visions, which animated our spirits greatly.
This officer took command at once of this con-
tral point of operations, aud Is now at work en-
larging the fortifications. Excopting the centre
of the town, everything is in ruins,”

Here it 18 clear that the Insurgents took In the
fight with Benegosi most of his supplies. Two
hundred and elghty horses should have earried
a ]m?e amonnt of provisions and war material,
yet La

Voz's correspondent m'knowledf;as that
very little of this convoy got safely into Las
Tupas, The bad condition of the Spaniards is
made mort manifest by other language used
in the snme journal:—*'If it be well for us to
keep Las Tunas, it Is unseless to send up
there 800 or 400 men. We must forward at
once 5000 or 4000, well provided in all re-
spects, * * *  The enemy have bhocn
sut this place eleven months, and have been
during all that time harassing our troops,”

The Diario de la Marina publishes the fol-
lowing statement, which is, at the least, amp-
ging:—*We have under our cyes statistieal
tables, made up from the officinl reports of our
officers, which go back to the 18th of October,
1868, and terminate at the Fmﬁenl time. The
losses of the two parties during the time indi-
cated were as follows: —

A morning paper of this clty sought to make
n sensation yesterday by attacking the present
mapngement of the Methodlst Book Concern,

helng their publishing centre, an attack upon it,
as & matter of course, must vibrate to the farthest
corpers of the land, Hence ns a sensational
article it was well planned. As o truthful and
relinble statement of fact It was o fnilure, The
pith of the statement, ascusation or chargs, or
whptever else it may be called, was, contained
in the nssertion thit grest corruptlon and [rand
had boen discovered that establishunent, in-
volving losses to the amount of several hundred

thoussnd®dollars; thatnot a dollar had ever boey,

lost by the delaleation of Its managers from the
commen L of the business ln 1796, bul that
anfortunately that eannot be sald of the Metho-
dist Book Cencern nny more.

. 'This was 3 very serious sccugation, nnd ealeu-
Iated to create unessiness in the minds of ull
Meothodlsts throughont the cougtry, who indivi-
dunally us well as collectively bave an interest in
the Concern, and In having it honestly and ho-
norab! conﬂnuwtl. Fortunately for the mem-
borsof the Methodist Chureh, but unfortunately
for those who put this libel before the public,
the facts show tho assertionggnade by 4he r
in question were based on mere rumor, and that
of the kind so well described jo the story of the

throe black CrOWe.

All that there is for a foundation for this
damagiog charge conslsts in the fact that two of
the employes of the agents have been suspected
of unfair dmllnf. One was employed In making
purchases, and it is belleved that in dolng so he
received an over percen
turers or dealers who sold the merchandise to
him for the Book Concern. It Is yet a disputed
point whether the prices paid by the Concern
were any higher than the regular market prices,
But the mere susplelon o the agents, plausible
from the focts which came to their knowledge,
was sufficient to induce them to discharge the
man at once. The Concern may not have lost a
cent by theso transactions, as all the dealings
might bave been at fauir prices, such as it would
have had to pay by orderlng the same goods
from other houses, Yet so far as this is con-
coerned the sgents are busy making correct in-
quiries, though they belleve from this canss the
eatablishment has sullered but very little.

Another one of the employes was also sns-
weeted, and he was also at once discharged.

‘he amount caused to be abatracted by his un-
faithifniness conld not yetr be ascoertained, but It
is belleved that it cannot be near so great os
mentioned, sinee in the regular transactions of
the firm for months and years past nothing was
fonnd missing, The funds were all right in
bank, the accounts of stock, of books, and ma-
terinl on hand were found to be right; in fact,
but o comparatively small value could have been

net profits for the yenr ending with that doay,after
the payment of all orders after general confer-

A month later, in January of this year, the
concern showed a hittle better balance-sheet.
They owed not a cent, had more money in bank
subject to draft than they had any present need
for, and thelr publishing business was steadlly
on the Increase, ylelding Inereased profits,
They then purchased the building on the cor-
ner of Bromlwur and Eleventh street, pald the
first Instalment in cash, as agreed nupon, and to-
day, with the exception of the deferred pay-
ments on the bullding, which are not yet duoe,
are again entirely free from debt, with a hanfl-
some cash balance at their disposal. Hence,
if nnr defnleation has been  committed —
and there i= ground to believe that there
was—it 18 80 small as not to inter-
fere with the financial standing of the concern,
nor with its prosperity and its encouraging in-
fluence upon the couse of the Methodist Church
in this conntry; and most certainly was it not of
such moment ns (o cause a prominent journal of
this city to notles it with such gmphasizing
pomp and ecireumstance. Indeed, it is statea
that the article of the journal in question, in so
{ar ns it relates to the present manngers of the
Book Concern or to the agents personally, **that
no more can it be said that the Methodist Book
Concern has not lost a dollar by the defalcation
of Its mapagers,” it 1s an actionable libel, and
legal andvice was sought yesterday by one
ol the agents as to the most proper steps to be
taken to eunforce a retraction and preyent its
repetition.

The Charges Substantinted-Thelr Trath Cons
firmed.

Although the New York Herald asseris in

positive terms that there is no ground for the

charges of corruption in this establishment, the

World and P'ribune as positively confirm their

truthfulness. The Tribune remorks:—

It appears that the manngers of the printing
and binding departments, instead of buying the
paper, Ink, musiin, loather, and 80 on, used in
the manufacture of books directly from dealers
in those articles, have been In the habit of mak-
ing thelr purchages through two intermediary
yarties, and paying by thie means Indirectly o
Lm\')' and nonecessary brokerage, as the pur-
chasers obtained from the denlers a handsome
commission on evervthing sold to the concern,
This system was adopted by direction of the
agent, (he Rev. James Porter, and the brokers
who profited by lt—te the cextentof at lenst
10,000 w year—were hls two sons, The super-
intendent of the printing department, Mr. Good-
enough, was a man who stood high In the conti-
dence of the Church and of the people, had held
many religious offices of trust and emolument,
npd was at the time treasurer of the S8unday
School Union. Mr. Hoffman was in charge of
the bookbindery. In bindlng, so many articles
are used from varions sources that it {s easy to
mwoake n handsome percentage on the articles
bought. Goodenough was permiited to reslgn
alout two months ago, and Hoffman was
droplped about o month ngo.

A larger share of blame must attach to the
Methodist Chureh ot large. It s gross carcless-
ness to confide to u well-intentloned clergyman
the management of large secular business with-
out an interest and without security ngalust loss.
The Bible House Is not thus conducted, nor I8
any well-managed publishing house. The ne-
connts of the agents are examined only by one
single committee, who call in no expert, are pre-
cluded by lack of time from examining the
books, aceounts, and vouchers, and have not
sufflclent acqunintance with book-keeping and
the publishing trade to render thelr opinion of
any velue.

The World says editorially:—

““The Irregularities which have cowe w lght
in the Methodist Book Councern nre no warvel
now that the mode in which the business of
thet eencern has been transacted has come
to lgbt. It appears L(bhat the supervisory
authority has been vested not in men of bus(-
ness, but In clergymen elected by the Confer-
e¢nce of the Church, and, a2 n matter of
couree, ulterly unncquainted with the detalls
of the business which they were set 10 oversee.
The consequence was, what it luevitably
must bave been, that the officers thus npegfinwd
have, In some instances, been ensily bamboozlpd
by the heads of the &epnrtmanu. and others
under their nominal cogirol, Into believing
whatever it was for the interest of those subor-
dinates that they should believe. The result of
this course now a in o series of fmlt;dg;

Laymen will not long be content to stand by
and sec their funds misappropriated, throngh
the inefficlency of those who are empowered to
administer them, but who are incapatinted ‘I:r
their edueation and their profession from ad-
minlstering them wisely.

The circumstances were very remarkable, ns
will be seen from the following summary of
Mrs. Mend's affidavit, worn to before Judge
Dowllng yesterday afternoon. Mrs. Mead is n
Indy of considerable personnl attractions, of
Indy-like monners, and evidently accustomed to
the muanners of good society:—She said that on
the 14th of Beptember she recelved four letters
signed with the Inltials 8, W, G., requesting her
to meet the writer at the Hamiltsn ferry hoase,
at the foot of Whitehall street, on some bhusiness
connected with her husband. 8he went there
and met a gentleman whom she partly recog-
nized baving seen before, He

ns np-
proached her and nsked her i
she would like to find out about her

husband. Bhe replied that she would very much,
and he nformed her that her huaband was stop-
I*lt:g on Btaten Island, af the hotel at Vander-
Mit's landing. e then requested her to go with
him there and inguire about her husband, She
accompauied him there, and the prisoner told
her that the hotel was kept by Mr. Newport.
When she arrived at the hotel the prisoner in-
formed her that her husband was ont riding with
a lndy and was expected back shortly. @ re-
quested her to remain at the hotel until hor hus-
band returned. After walting some time the
prisoner told her it was likely that her husband
would be in at supper, and he requested her to
accompany him to see if she could find him at
the supper table. Bhe went, but found her hus-
band was not there, He then requested her to
have some supper. Bhe did so, but they sat at
some distance from the regular supper table,
and there they partook of some refresh-
ment., The prisoner and herself returned
to the parlor, and there they continued to re-
main waiting for her husband to return, The
grhinucr then went out of the parlor and went

own stairs, but ahnrtlf alterwards returned
with some soda water, which she drank. Thean,
ns it was getting late and her husband did not
return, she told the prisoner It wounld be better
for her to go home. He then asked her to re-
main for the 9 o'clock boat, but she replied that
she did not like to wait so long, us she should
like to be home by 9 o'elock if possible, Bhe
hiad some conversation with the prisoner, in the
course of which he informed her that his name
rus John W, Gounld, and that bhe resided at No.

0 East Twenty-sixth street. Shortly after-
wiards she found herself in a stupor, and she
had a faint recollection that she wns in a bed-
room with Gould, and that he was taking off
some of her clothing, and that he was endeavor-
Ing to place her on the bed. He was undressed.
She has no recollectiom of nn, thlnF else until
the morning, when she found hersell in u room
in the second ln.ndiug{’ of the hotel. She has
since been informed by Mr. Newport that his
attention was ealled to the rooms on the night
of the 14th of September by some of the board-
ers of the house, who said that there was n great
noise in fthe room, and that gomething wron
wae going on there, Mr, Newport sent his eleri
up to the room to inform Gould that Mr. New-
port desired to sce lim, Gould went down
stalrs, and Newport Informed him that he could
not stay at the hotel, but that the lady eould re-
main. Gould said that the lndy was sick and did
not desire to réemain. Gould went down stairs
and took Mre. Mead with him, and asked Mr.
Newport to send forn carriage, which be refused
to do, and then Gould leftthe hotel. Mra, Mead
sold that she had every reason to believe that
Gould had committed a eriminal assault upon
hersthat she hod been informed that Gould on
the following moruinE had said that he was very
gorry for what had taken place on the previons
night,.and that he had been offered F5000§ by
Mrs. Mead, the mother-in-law of deponent, te
nelin the maoner he had, for the purpose of
procuring evidence against Mrs, Mead, Jr., s0as
to epable her hushand to obtain a divoree.

The application for the warrant to nrrest
Gould was made by Mr. Howe, who Is coungel
for the rrosc('.m.lon. In defanlt of 850,000 bail,
Judge Dowling committed Gould to snswer the
above charge.

BREACH OF PROMISE,

The Parties Sixty Yenrs of Age.

The Cleveland Herald, on Monday last, ¢on-
tained the following: —

Many readers of our daily report of the pro-
ceedings in the United States Court, during the
Q‘““ week, may have wondered how the ease of
Nuncy Sloan vs. Willlam Pendergest, for breach
of promise to marry, could have got into o court
supposed to be FTW“ exclasively to less senga-
tional matters. But it got there in a perfectly
legitimate way, and had just as much right there
as any other,

The law permits a non-resident defendant Ina
gnlt in o Btate court, to have the ease tronsferred
to the United Btates court. Nancy Sloan sued
William Pendergest, then a non-resident, in the
Trombull Common Pleas, hly attaching a farm
alleged to belong to him. Ile preferred to have
the cage tnken away from loeal influences, and
80 transferred It under the provisions of the
above-named law.

Mra. 8loan, 0 few months after the death of
Mre. Pendergest, in Liberty township, Trumbull
county, becamg his hounsekeeper, and, ns she
alleges, under the arrangement that he was to
marry her in due time, and that she was to re-
ceive 125 n week if he should marey her, and
if he did not, such a sum as should be deemed a
falr compensation for services. She kept house
for him some fifteen months, and received her
£1°25 compensation and no more, and Pender-
Ee&l. refused to perform his agreement to marry,

ut got n relative of his into the house, and
after & while sold his Tarm —so he swears—to a
widow he never saw, on promises to pay $12,500
in United States bonds. This payment was
mad®, it is ea'd, a short time after,, how-
ever, but what is most pecullar,
Is that the old man, in & marvellously
short the after the snle,married the widow pur-
chaser, He moved also Intoa neighboring State,
and remalned there until after the suiy was com-
menced, when he came back to the old farm.
Mrs, Bloan commenced her, suit against him,
then o non-resldent, by attaching this farm so
gold, ns Pende L Bay#, to the widow, as really
the property of Pendergest—in other words, she
alleges that the so-called sale was o mere sham,
and made for the purpose of preventing her ever
colleeiling any judgment o mfnsl him.

Both parties are aged, she belng near sixty
years, and poor, and he a sparently older aud
well-to-do. It Is one of L[wsu sn?tsln which
sympathy Is vaturally evoked for the woman,
no maotter whether she has a clear lognl ease or
not.
